On his 
the first tlephone transmitter, 
constructed in 1551, twenty-flve years be- 
fore the Bell patents were taken out. It is 
astmall square box with a speaking oritice 
and containing meehanism on the same 
principle as that of the modern transmit 
ter 

In 1851 Dg. Cushman undertook the con 
efruection of a lightning arrester, 
ing totake the lightning that struck 
the wir AM Piss ground, 
the instrument being so constructed that it 
would not interfere with the light current 
telezraphing. This instrument 
was pPlacat out on the prairie on two logs 
sand in order to know when it had operat 
wla triple magnet with a sheet of thin 
iron at the poles, similar in construction 
receiver,’ was phwed in the 
corner of the box In case the lightning 
passed through the instrument the clectro- 
magnet would pull this strip of iron down 
into the range of a permanent magnet, 
which would retain it until the instru 
ment was Prspren ted, 

A similar device was placed in the base- 
ment of the building at Racine and con 
nected with the other end of the line. One 
fay while a thunderstorm was coming up 
and Jor. Cushinan was watching the in 
strument,the crouking of frogs was heard, 
thirteen miles away. Thisis the explana- 
tion of how the painting with the 
crude instrument andthe croaking frog is 
identified with the discovery of the tele- 
phone,
